The prisoner arose, pale, but with 
lips compressed, and desperation in 
his face.

The excitement made 
it no easy task to secure for you a 
fair trial, but you have had the 
power of the United States Treasury, 
and of the Government in your ser- 
vice, to protect your person, and to 
procure evidence.. You have had as 
fair and impartial a jary ag ever as- 
sembled. You have béen defended 
by counsel with a zeal and devotion 
that merits the highest encorium, and 
I have done my best to secure a fair 
presentation of your defense. It 
would bave been a comfort to many if 
the verdict had been that your act was 
that of an irresponsible man. It 
would have left the satisfying belief 
that the political assassination was 


something foreign to the institution 
and civilization of our country. Your 
case has been to extraordinary that 


people might well oftimes have 
doubted your sanity. 
Guiteau—I was acting as God's man. 
“And that you had moral sense and 
conscience enough to recognize the 
moral sanity of such an act.” 
Guiteau— That's a matter of opinion. 
“Your own testimony shows that 
you recoiled with horror from the 
idea. You say that you prayed agsinst 
it. You say that you thought it might 
be prevented. This shows that your 
conscience warned you against it. 
But by a wretched sophistry of your 
own mind you worked yourself up 
against the protest of your own con- 
science. What motive could have 
induced you to this det must bea 
matter of conjecture.
